A parade, which has been called "the shortest 
and most enthusiastic parade in the world" will 
travel from Kersting Court to Memorial Park, led 
by the "heroes" whom the town is saluting that 
day. At presstime there were also a band or two, 
individual cheerleaders, others who want to be 
part of this parade. 

At Memorial Park at 3:30 p.m., there will be 


a "warm-up" period by Ed Colucci, then Mayor 
Clem Bartolai will serve as master of ceremonies. 
Til:* Boy and Girl Scouts will present the flag of 
the United States, Mayor Pro Tern MaryAnn 
MaeGillivray will lead the Pledge of Allegiance, 
and Firefighter and Rector of Church of the 
Aseension Michael Bamberger will offer the 
invocation. 

There will be presentations by the political 
representatives of the area, hopefully including 


letters from both Governor Wilson and President 
Clinton. 

Benediction will be offered by Father Albert 
of the Retreat Center. 

At about 4 p.m., there will be food available, 
and the community will have the chance to com¬ 
mend the entities on their assistance to Sierra 
Madre during the recent Firestorm.

Council, EDC to explore development options with community

Pledging to enlist community input in its 
ongoing efforts, a combined team of Sierra 
Madre City Councilpersons and members of the 
city’s one-year-old Economic Development 
Committee (EDC) agreed Thursday to move 
forward in identifying and evaluating opportuni¬ 
ties to improve the city’s business climate. 

Meeting around the conference table at city 
hall with Acting City Administrator Sean Joyce, 
the groups jointly reviewed progress to date in 
exploring options for growth and considered 
possible next steps in building a workable pro¬ 
gram of economic development city businesses 
and related projects. The tone was cooperative 
and enthusiastic. 

Two core projects under consideration involve 
enhancement of the city’s downtown business 
district as proposed by Don Murphy, local archi¬ 
tect and Design Review Council member. The 
projects, focusing on Kersting Court and associat¬ 
ed parking facilities, have been developed and 
explored on a preliminary basis by the EDC in 
keeping with the EDC’s original charge: "To 
serve as an advisory body to the City Council, 
administration, and citizens of the community to 
help determine the best use of our city’s resourc¬ 
es and maximize opportunities for new and exist¬ 
ing businesses." 

The charter includes the stipulation: "This 
plan sets forth a framework for a strategy, that 
when implemented, will enhance the quality of 
life and economic well-being of our community." 


"This is a good project to begin to try to bring 
to the community," said Mayor ProTem Mary¬ 
Ann MaeGillivray, citing the emergence of "a 
younger, newer element...open-minded, willing 
to embrace some of these ideas." 

Mayor Clem Bartolai requested that the EDC 
clarify the status of its work to date by develop¬ 
ing a "laundry list" of both positive and negative 
issues identified over the course of the commit¬ 
tee’s explorations. In addition, he requested a 
comprehensive enumeration of "Blue Sky" oppor¬ 


tunities investigated by the EDC. The.se have 
ranged from physical enhancements of the busi¬ 
ness district to further development of collabora¬ 
tive themes for the downtown area (art, film, 
food, tourism) and recreational facilities (e.g., 
golf). 

Blue Sky' is not ‘Pie in the Sky,’" reminded 
EUC member Helen Elliott, who supports the 
concept of hiring or retaining the services of a 
seasoned community development professional to 
U'Mst the city in designing and implementing a

planning or marketing effort. 

Bartolai indicated that he supported the con¬ 
cept of creating a leadership function in city 
hall—who would be an individual who might take 
responsibility for guiding, planning, economic 
development and marketing efforts for the city’s 
business community. 

Joyce warned that these efforts, to expand 
business opportunities, would fall flat unless 
accompanied with a core concept of the city’s 
desired identity. "We must first answer the 
question, ‘What are we going to try to be?”’ 

He recommended that the city plan a working 
session with one or more proven development 
professionals to further explore options for 
economic expansion. Members ot the group cited 
several municipalities in which this strategy has 
proven successful in focusing and managing 
economic development, including Duarte, Temple 
City and Brea. 

"The money IS there." said Judy Webb-Mar- 
tin, EDC member and realtor, pointing to the 
example of private underwriting of development

He looks exactly like he does on TV," 
said Scotty Palmer, 6'/2 years old and one of 
those Pasadena Presbyterian Church members 
who met President Bill Clinton Saturday. The 
Palmer family lives in Sierra Madre. 

Laura Palmer, 11'A, said, "1 listened to his 
speeches and sometimes I agreed with him and 
sometimes I didn’t. 1 like him now." 

Ann Palmer, mother of the two who attend 
High Point Academy, told The News, "1 was so 
nervous and excited. 1 was amazed at his person- 
a, his personality. He is very warm. He made 
people feel at ease." 

Tim’s first impression, he said, was that the 
president is gregarious, very polished, handles 
himself extremely well. "The staff had set every¬ 
thing up perfectly. He looks you straight in the 
eyes. Even though I don’t agree with his philoso¬ 
phy, it’s impressive to be with the most powerful 
man in the world. I have a fundamental philo¬ 
sophical disagreement, but he’s a very warm 
person. 1 find him using the T’ pronoun...! truly 
think he cares about the people. 1 think his 
presidency has more focus on domestic affairs." 

The Palmers were among the families inter¬ 
viewed after the church services at the Pasadena 
church. Most of the other families had lost their 
homes in the Firestorm in Altadena and northern 
Pasadena the last week of October. 

The Palmer children, who attend High Point, 
were not sure for three days if they still had a 
school. Luckily, the school was spared when the 
janitor stayed behind and kept hosing down the 
buildings. The Palmers live on Alegria a half 
block from the Retreat House that barely sur¬ 
vived the roaring fire that swept across the 
foothills eastward. 

Ann Palmer said, "We have the only shake 
roof in the block," and Tim (her husband) and 
she spent 10 hours keeping the roof wet while 
Laura packed for the family just in case the fire 
came down the mountain toward their home. 

Tim Palmer added that he had been through 
eight fires, "fve been close. Very close." 


All the Palmers were impressed with the Pres¬ 
ident’s ability to make eye contact. "He looks 
directly in the eye." Ann said, "You have an 
awe when meeting the President, but he was so 
concerned (about all the families that had lost 
their homes). 1 loved the fact of how relaxed we 
became because of his warmth...It’s a lifetime 
experience. It has me in a tizzy." 

Laura added that he shook hands with every 
one in the family. "He asked me questions and 
then listened." 


Scotty said, "1 was trying to tell him where 
the fire came down to and 1 couldn’t remember 
the name of the chain link fence, and Mom 
leaned down and whispered it, and 1 said ‘fence’ 
and he stopped and listened." 

Laura said the President was tall. "I knew he 
was tall but not that tall." 

Scotty said he didn’t realize that presidents 
went to church. "He knew all the words in the

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Real history of the California Indians is as 
interesting as that of Native Americans eve^- 
where, without benefit of Pocahantas, Sacaja- 
wea. Crazy Horse, Custer, etc. 

Like many societies to the present time, 
both boys’ and girls’ initiations were impor¬ 
tant, and it seems boys had to have a vision as 
part of that ceremony. 

Obtaining the vision was aided by a strong 
brew, made from the roots of the Jimson 
weed. The brew was not all saved for this 
particular occasion. 

We know for certain that the state s na¬ 
tives were makers of wonderful baskets, both 
useful and beautiful. 

Indians are classified basically by the 
language they speak. So, it is probable that 
the natives came from both south and north. 
Some spoke an Athabascan language, the 
same as the Navajo and Apache, and Alaskan 
tribes, this leading to the belief that those 
tribes migrated south. It is certain that once 
human beings tasted life in Southern Califor¬ 
nia, they wouldn’t migrate to the icy north. 


This is the season when countless Nim- 
rods spend millions of dollars in pursuit of the 
wild duck. 

None will use the unique method em¬ 
ployed by native California Indians. Really. 

Their idea was to let several wild gourds 
of considerable size, float down stream 
through a flock of feeding ducks. When the 
birds got used to the intrusion which caused 
them no harm, the hunter would put one of 
the hollowed gourds over his head, float 
through the busy feeders, grab one by its feet, 
pull it under the water without disturbing the 
rest. Thus, several ducks could be taken from 
the same group. That’s the way several sup¬ 
posedly reputable observers reported it. and 
the historians took their word for it. 

One of that category, Oliver La Farge, 
once wrote that Southern California Indians 
all told many tales about magic (or sacred) 
things of ancient times. Then some aging 
white folks would befriend the story-telling 
chief and record the tales as gospel—a record 
of the "true secrets" of Indian religion.

Dear Dr Tami 


I have a cocker spaniel and a bassett hound 1 
have heard that these breeds arc more prone to 
develop glaucoma Is this true and how will I 
know if they develop it? 

Yes, There is a higher incidence of glaucoma in 
cockers and basset hounds. Glaucoma occurs 
when the pressure within the eye becomes el¬ 
evated 

This can occur if the drainage angle becomes 
occluded not allowing the aqueous fluid to drain 
properly Causes of dramage angle occlusion 
include inflammation, neoplasma, luxated lens, 
etc The most common cause of glaucoma in the 
basset and cocker spaniel is goniodysgenesis - a 
maldeveloped dramage, angle. This is a con- 
gemtal problem. One of the first signs of glau¬ 
coma is a red and painful eye. Blinking and 
teanng of the eye and rubbing the eye are all 
signsofpain The pupil is often dilated and does 
not constrict when exposed to light. Blindness 
can occur if the pressure is not reduced within 
twen^ four hours. It is important if you suspect 
glaucoma that you see your veterinarian as soon 
as possible for immediate treatment.

Joan Merrill Gerber of Sierra Madre will be 
at Vroman’s, Pasadena, for a book-signing party 
for her latest book, "This Old Heart of Mine," 
on Saturday, Dec. 4, 1 to 3 p.m. 

Gerber was in New York last week to re¬ 
ceive the Harold U. Ribalow Prize, awarded by 
Hadassah Magazine, for her 1992 publication of 
"The Kingdom of Brooklyn" and the 1991 collec¬ 
tion, "Chattering Man." Before that she wrote 
"Kingofthe World" in 1989. 

Gerber also has received the Andrew Lytle 
Fiction Prize, an O. Henry Award and a Wallace 
Stegner Fellowship. She has received the Push¬ 
cart Award, also. Gerber was interviewed by 
Publisher’s Weekly this month. 

Between 1964 and 1991, Redbook magazine 
published 42 of her stories about the marriage of 
Janet and Danny. The book, "This Old Heart of 
Mine," is compiled of stories published in Red- 
book over a 27-year interim. It includes 25 of the 
best Janet and Danny stories. 

It is published by Longstreet Press and costs 
$18.95. 

Gerber has written all of these books from 
her home in Sierra Madre in an office that is 
filled with papers, books and files. The Gerbers 
have three daughters, one a librarian, one a 
student at Berkeley and one a writer. Her hus¬ 
band is a history professor. Gerber’s mother lives 
in a nursing home and the author wrote a piece 
for the L.A. Times recently about the problems 
that the sick elderly have in maintaining a com¬ 
fortable life with the health care costs what they 
are. 

The Sierra Madrean was born and raised in 
Brooklyn, N.Y. Her aunt ran a beauty shop in 
the upstairs rooms of their home and her father 
owned an antique store.

Garage permits, pet licenses 
under scrutiny by city 


Sierra Madreans have enjoyed a great deal of 
leeway concerning garage sales during the past 
few years and the City Council is considering 
putting some restrictions on the practice. There is 
also a chance for the city to require a cost which 
would feed the city’s coffers. 

The council at Tuesday’s meeting heard pro¬ 
posed guidelines for a possible ordinance from 
David Cain, director of finance. 

Cain reported that other towns require a per¬ 
mit for every sale and that each person hav ing a 
sale is restricted to a certain number a year. Also 
regulated are the hours of the sale. 

The draft ordinance, proposed by Cain, 
would require a "small fee permit" and would 
restrict the hours to from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. 

It would also limit the number of sales held 
at each residence in Sierra Madre to a maximum 
of three per calendar year. 

Cain said the ordinance would "provide 
broad regulations on signage" to allow for the 
recovery of costs if the city crew is called upon 
to remove the signs. 

Cain suggests that the names and addresses 
of those conducting garage sales would be avail 


able at city hall each Friday during business 
hours. He also asked the council to set this item 
for public hearing on Dec. 14. 

The dog license policy also came up at the 
meeting with the emphasis on enforcement. A 
dog license costs $17 per year and allows seniors 
to pay only $8.50. Dogs that are spayed or neu¬ 
tered are discounted to $8.50 with seniors paying 
$4.25. 

Residents may have up to three dogs and 
dogs must be on a leash outside their yard. 

This year, 1993, 683 dogs are licensed with 
the annual revenue of $3500. 

Licenses may be purchased from June 
through Sept. 1. 

Acting City Administrator Sean Joyce point¬ 
ed out that the license is required to protect both 
the dogs and humans. If someone is bitten by a 
dog. a d('g license will indicate that the dog has 
received a rabies shot.
